HEN there is injury. to 

a joint, the possibility 
exists that there has been a 
dislocation, which means 
that the bones have been 
wrenched away from their 
proper relationship, usually 
by tearing the heavy mem- 
branes which form a capsule 
around the joint and help 
to hold the bones in posi- 
tion. Sometimes . this  in- 
volves a fracture of the 


bone near the joint. In the 
case of na sprain, the joint 
and the capsule have stout- 
ly resisted the violence and 
a dislocation has been avert. 
ed but severe violence has 


been done to the surround- 
ing tissues and there fs pain, 
swelling and unwillingness 
to move the joint. 


The determining factor 
between dislocation, sprain, 
strain or fracture is the 
strength of the member at 
the time. Dr J. R. Naden, 
Chief Medical Officer, Work- 
men’s Compensation Board 
of British Columbia, makes 
a parallel, citing the dia- 
mond cutter who spends a 
number of months studying 
a large diamond in order to 
decide exactly where he will 
have to tap it so it will 
break in a manner that will 
provide the largest possible 
perfect diamond without 
mastiny, the parts chipped 
off.
